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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 32-35, 37 and 38 are currently pending in the instant application. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of Applicant's Amendment and Response of June 6, 2007, 
which has been reviewed by the Examiner and entered in the file. Accordingly, claims 1-11 and 
36 have been cancelled and claim 32 has been amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. Claims 32, 33, 35 and 37 previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Dunwell et al. In view of Applicants' amendments to the claims and persuasive arguments, 
the Examiner withdraws the rejections to the claims. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. In view of Applicant's amendatory changes and cancellations, claims 32-35, 37 and 38 
are allowable over the prior art, as newly renumbered claims 1-6. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This invention relates to a novel method of preparing 2-substituted-l,3-benzoxazole 
compounds. The allowable method is limited to the process of claim 32, wherein a benzanilide 
compound of formula III is reacted with an acid and the reaction is heated, to produce a 
benzoxazole compound of formula II. Certain 2-substituted benzoxazole compounds and then- 
processes of preparation are known in the art, however the aspect of preparing the instant 
claimed 2-(alkyl or aryl substituted)- 1,3-benzoxazole derivatives, starting with a compound of 
formula III wherein the phenyl ring may only be substituted by hydrogen, alkyl, aryl, or halogen; 
reacting with an acid in a hydrocarbon solvent and then heated, is novel and unobvious. After a 
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thorough search, the closest of prior art, the Dunwell et al article, was found to teach a similar 
process of preparation. However Dunwell fails to teach or render obvious the instant claimed 
starting compounds according to formula III, and does not fairly suggest reacting them with an 
acid in a hydrocarbon solvent.
